It is universally admitted by men of all ages and 
of all climes that there is something radically wrong 
with this world of ours; and that this disorder ob- 
tains in all departments of human activity. To be 
sure men are not agreed as to its cause or its cure, 
nor are they agreed as to what to do meanwhile, 
pending an agreement as to the remedy. 

It is plain to be seen that until men agree upon 
the cause they will not agree as to the remedy. For 
thousands of years humanity has sent forth its agon- 
izing cry as it marches on through a blood drenched 
world. 

Evolutionists tell us that we should be happy in 
the thought that this is the natural unfolding of the 
process of man’s upward climb which began myriads 
of ages in the past from an infinitesimal speck of 
protoplasm. 

As man has sought to retrace this path he is sup- 
posed to have come, he finds that if this theory is 
true there are many missing links in the chain to 
connect him as he finds himself now and as he was 
when he hung by his tail from the limb of a tree. 
These evolutionists are puzzled, however, to explain 
by what process this man came into possession of a 
soul and spirit by which he recognizes his own ac- 
countability and the sinful condition of himself and 
his fellow men about him. 

In spite of all human inventions and theories to 
shift the responsibility, every sane man knows that 
he must face the record of his life before a Supreme 
Being whom, by voluntary act he has offended.

We are led therefore to consider in this document 
the following points regarding The Bible, viz: Its 
Origin; Its Content; Its Miraculous Element; Its 
Accuracy; Its Authority; Its Adaptability ; The Con- 
clusion: First then; 


ITS ORIGIN 


Primarily it had its origin in the mind of God. 
The greatest disorder that ever visited the universe 
was when man, the most exalted being of all God’s 
creation revolted and chose the path of disobedience 
which severed that holy and mutual relationship 
wherein God was delighted in man and man was 
satisfied in God. No sooner was this fellowship 
broken than God began seeking man’s restoration. 

In Heb. 1:1, 2 we read, ‘‘God who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken to us in His Son, whom He appointed heir of 
all things, by whom also He made the worlds.” This 
with 2 Pt. 1:21 which reads, “Holy men of God 
spake as they were borne along by the Holy Ghost,” 
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prove to us that the Bible is the product of God. 
Seven thousand verses of the Bible are under quota- 
tion marks prefaced by “Thus saith the Lord” or 
other like expressions. 
: It is itself profuse in its claim to divine origin; 
while this is not of itself proof, yet unless it can be 
disproved this claim has great weight. The Bible 
was written in the days when myths and legends 
~ were a common form of literary production; how- 
ever, not one of these found its way into the Bible. 
This is conclusive proof that God has supervised 
both in its production and in its preservation in 
order that man might have a perfect guide in the 
midst of all the delusive things to lead astray. 

The attack upon the Bible is nothing new. Its 
veracity has been assailed a thousand times more 
than that of any other book ever written. 

To the devout reader nothing is more sure than 
that God is the Author of this Book.

ITS CONTENT, OR WHAT IS IT ABOUT? 


The most concise definition for the Bible is “A 
Divine Treatise on Sin.” In it we are told of the 
origin of sin; its nature; its history; God’s provision 
for its cure; its final disposition. All religions ac- 
knowledge the existence of Sin. and each offers some- 
thing to counteract its influence in the individual and 
in society, but nowhere except in the Bible are we 
told of a CURE. 

Other religions offer remedies and pretexts and 
nostrums and denials, but none suggest its annihila- 
tion. 

When we contemplate the awfulness of this thing 
and realize that it is the direct cause of all tears and 
groans and sorrow and hate and wars with their 
unnameable horrors of blood and suffering and death ; 
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and that back of every murder and broken home and 
beastly desire and corrupt act and impure thought is 
this unclean and powerful monster SIN; and that it 
is this which makes necessary prisons and jails and 
asylums and poor houses and orphanages and 
morgues and graveyards and then remember that 
within the lids of this Bible is found the only Cure- 
all, with what uniqueness we find it occupies; with 
what value we place upon it; with what glory it is 
enshrouded. This of itself sets it apart from all 
other books in a sense that appears either unwar- 
ranted boasting or else unquestionably divine. Since 
sin is that by which satan wrecked this world by 
planting in humanity the virus of sin which causes 
men to desire evil rather than good, we may be sure 
he will leave nothing undone to destroy the veracity 
of this book and keep humanity his slaves forever. 
It is exceedingly strange that men for whom this 
deliverance from sin was intended will lend them- 
selves to destroy the very book and the only book 
which tells them of the way and the only way to be 
delivered from sin now and to escape hell when this 
life is over. 

Millions have come down to the hour of death 
trusting the promises of this book and have swept 
on in triumphant joy to meet their Lord. The bright- 
est spots on earth and the grandest pages of all his- 
tory: are where and when the precepts of the Bible 
have’ been followed most closely.

oi Devout students, as they have searched the Scrip- 
tures,’ ‘have - “found insurmountable difficulties and 
puzzling questions which they were unable to.an- 
swer; some‘of ‘these students jumped the fence and 
tanded:in the ‘Modernists quagmire where if they 
found ‘anything they could not explain they covered 
it with mud and ‘thus they explained: everything. in 
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the terms of mud. Like little children making mud- 
pies and other objects, which to them are very real, 
so these critics, when they find in the Bible that 
which reason cannot solve, they set about making 
something quite like it from their doubts or, to keep 
the illustration, from the mud of their quagmire. 
Thus they have a God who is a little, weak, simple, 
ignorant being—not the God of the Bible; their Jesus 
is not the Jesus of the Bible, but a mere man not 
even as smart as some of themselves; their Bible is 
a very small affair, very unlike ours; in fact it is as 
different as mud-pie is different from huckleberry 
pie. 

When scholars began to uncover the buried cities 
and decipher the ancient hieroglyphics, the proofs 
and vindications began to pour in until the mud 
daubers are about to be driven out of business. 
Many times when it seemed that the infidel was 
about to come off the conqueror over some critical or 
historical question, some workman with a spade un- 
covered in some buried city a tablet which changed 
the whole face of things and the infidel was sent out 
in confusion and discomfiture. Many of these dis- 
coveries were made by men who were seeking to 
establish the untrustworthiness of the Bible but by 
these findings they were convinced and became 
happy believers in the Bible as the Word of God and 
in Jesus as the Saviour of Men. Of this class we 
would refer to Sir W. M. Ramsey, Hon. D. C. L. of 
Aberdeen University. As a critical student of the 
New Testament he has no superior. He went first 
as an infidel scholar to the land marked by the-activ- 
ities of the Apostle Paul with the purpose of disprov- 
ing the accuracy of the Acts and of the Gospel by 
Luke. To the contrary the reaction made of him the 
mighty champion of their veracity with proof which 
cannot be assailed; best of all Prof. Ramsey became 
a devout believer in Jesus. 


Another great scholar who is always classified as 
a devout believer is Prof. A. T. Robertson, D.D., 
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LL.D. of the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary 
of Louisville, Ky. As a greek scholar he probably 
has never had a superior in America. He would feel 
insulted to have his orthodoxy questioned. ) 

Robert Dick Wilson, Ph.D. D.D., Professor of 
Semetic Philology in Princeton Theological Semin- 
ary, is no doubt the greatest of all living authorities 
on the Hebrew Language and Literature, and one of 
the greatest of all time. He is master of forty-five 
languages and dialects. By overpowering arguments 
and profound scholarly proofs he silenced the great 
German critic, Ewald, and at the same time spiked 
the guns of Driver and Gray of Oxford by proving 
all three unreliable authorities as to the dates of the 
writings of Ezra, Nehemiah and Chronicles. This 
was a battle royal and long continued, but the vic- 
tory put a vindication upon the whole Bible in a way 
to give the orthodox believers a revival of confirm- 
ing faith. This great scholar has more recently said, 
“IT have come now to the conviction that no man 
knows enough to assail the truthfulness of the Old 
Testament.” 

Professor Melvin Grove Kyle, LL.D., and Dr. Cam- 
den M. Cobern are two of the world’s greatest arche- 
ologists. Dr. Kyle in his great book, “The Deciding 
Voice of the Monuments in Biblical Criticism,” says: 
“There is nothing in ancient history so completely 
confirmed and so universally accepted as to trust- 
worthiness as the geographical and topographical 
indications of Scripture.”’ 

Dr. Cobern in his wonderful book, “The New 
Archeological Discoveries,” says regarding some re- 
cently discovered New Testament manuscripts of the 
Pre-Constantine period: ‘No man living has ever 
seen a page from any Pre-Constantine New Testa- 
ment previous to these discoveries. Many supposed 
that if such Bibles ever came to light they would be 
very different from ours. Some skeptics frankly 
expressed their opinions that the present New Testa- 
ment was originated by Constantine or much 
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changed by him. But now these New Testaments 
are in our hands. We know the kind of New Testa- 
ments which the poor Christians of the martyr 
period were using and reverencing. It was the same 
as ours. It is now certain that there was nothing 
left out by Constantine. There was nothing put in.” 

Until recently the Modernists had claimed that 
Daniel could not have been written earlier than 175 
B. C. and there seemed to be nothing to disprove 
their contention; but now we have evidence from 
archeology that places it just where the Bible has 
placed it all the time. The captive prince from the 
palace school of Babylon must have been its author 
who writes as an eyewitness. 


Dr. Ford C. Ottman of Princeton says: “The 
nominal church is doomed if it be without power to 
react against the subtle poison administered to it in 
the name of ‘reverent criticism.’ When Wellhausen 
affirms that there are twenty-two authors in the 
pentateuch, he but exhibits the skill of a philological 
acrobat; and when Harnack declares that ‘Jesus is 
not indispensable to the gospel’ he either lies deliber- 
ately or is purblind to the one vital fact of Chris- 
tianity.” Dr. W. H. Griffith Thomas says, “It is not 
a question of facts so much as the interpretation of 
facts. All the data used by the modern critical 
schools to prove that the Scriptures are not what the 
Church has held them to be through the ages are 
perfectly well known to conservative scholars, who 
estimates them at their true value, and find nothing 
in them to rob the Word of God of its historical 
trustworthiness, or destroy its claim to the Divine 
revelation for human life. Let it be said again with 
all possible plainness that Holy Scripture invites the 
fullest criticism so long as it is fair and honest, and 
Church history proves beyond doubt that the Bible 
has always profited by the most thorough investiga- 
tions.” 

Professor Peake with the co-operation of sixty 
other professors like himself has written a Com- 
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mentary from the standpoint of the Higher Critic 
and presumably for the benefit of the common Chris- 
tian worker. He says: “The Bible of the twentieth 
century is a new book, needing a new treatment and 
a new attitude of mind, in order rightly to value its 
message.” Truly this is a “New Bible’; for it is a 
very different book from the Bible which we were 
taught from childhood and which when read by a 
Godly father or-mother caused us to feel an awe and 
reverance for its Author, the God of Heaven. 


It reveals what the Higher Critic infidels would 
give us if they could. 

It is exactly the Bible which Tom Paine and Bob 
Ingersol attempted to force upon the world. How- 
ever they were honest enough to call themselves in- 
fidels and never even suggested that they had any 
right to say they were Christians. They never so 
much as intimated that there was any harmony be- 
tween their teaching and the teaching of the Bible 
of the Christian. 


Peake got his inspiration from the same source 
that Paine and Ingersol got theirs. Such pretense is 
nothing short of blatantly lying to the Holy Ghost 
by eliminating everything that is not humanly ex- 
planable. It seems like madness to speak of God 
and then allow Him only human ability and limited 
knowledge. The puerile suggestions and foolish con- 
clusions of these authors is astounding when they 
announce they are scholars. The late Dr. James Orr, 
that great preacher and scholar of Scotland, referring 
to this class of critics, compares them to an animal 
from whom for experimental purposes the cerebel- 
lum has been removed. It still has all its power of 
motion and sense, but no power of co-ordination. 
Running here and there to no purpose; busy but no 
end in view; they have lost their cerebellum; this Dr. 
Orr explains in the following words, ‘‘Faith in the © 
Lord Jesus Christ and consciousness of His redemp- 
tion; when a man has that, he may not be right in 
eriticism but he will not go far wrong. In that lies 
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the ultimate cure of all excesses of criticism.” 

From a scientific standpoint the Bible is most re- 
markable. It makes no claim to speak for science, 
yet although it was written many centuries ago be- 
fore there was such a classification as is now known 
as science, there is not a scientific blunder in the 
book. Lord Kelvin says: ‘Physical Science has not 
a single fact to oppose to any statement of Holy 
Scripture.” Many would-be scholars who are pos- 
sessed with an overburden of inflated egotism which 
flourishes only in the limelight of self-illumination, 
cannot wait for science to correct its own findings 
and come to its own conclusions which always have 
and always will conform to the Bible. This is one 
of the most marvelous facts for us to contemplate. 
We are face to face with statements which are scien- 
tifically correct, but which were not accepted as true 
until in recent times. ™turies upon centuries had 
come and gone and the iese strange statements 
stood in the Bible andm said they are not true or 
they don’t mean anything in particular or they are 
simply poetic; only to find, as research has been dili- 
gently pursued, these seemingly fancy ideas carried 
a profound meaning which for generations was hid- 
den from the understanding of men, until science got 
her feet upon the ground and began dealing with 
facts instead of fancies, and guesses and hypotheses 
and suppositions. 


In this day when there is such stress placed upon 
scholarship—when if a man is not qualified by the 
schools he has little to recommend him, it is a severe 
jolt to this scholarship that it can produce nothing 
that will stand the test beyond a few years, when 
the Bible which was written by unschooled and illit- 
erate men for the most part, and yet their product 
“stands the attacks of edicts, orders of councils, bans 
and bulls, the ridicule of atheists and infidels, the 
perversion of false teachers and creeds and the as- 
saults of rationalists and skeptics,” until it shines 
forth with purer luster than ever. The fact is that 
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this of itself proves that it is of supernatural origin 
and that it is supernaturally preserved. 


“Whence but from Heaven could men unskilled in arts, 
In several ages born, in several parts, 
Weave such agreeing truths. Or how or why, 
Should all conspire to cheat us with a lie? 
Unask’d their pains, ungrateful their advice, 
Starving their gains, and martyrdom their price.”

ITS MIRACULOUS ELEMENT 


How marvelous that on the day Jesus was cruci- 
fied there were no less than 25 specific prophetic pre- 
dictions fulfilled ; and these predictions were made by 
3 or 4 different prophets and covering hundreds of 
years. 

There is no value in Inspiration if it does not in- 
sure us an infallible Bible. 

Other men have written good things, true things, 
sensible things; but the writers of the Bible wrote 
“as they were borne along by the Holy Ghost.” 

It never seems to have entered the minds of these 
writers that there could be any question as to the 
accuracy or verbal inspiration of that which they 
wrote. No one was doubtful as to the certainty of 
his message being from God. 

The prophet made no apology for his statements 
lest they might not come true; he spoke with the 
same authority as if he had been writing the history 
of past events. 

Predictive prophecy has always bothered the in- 
fidel critics because if they were proven to have been 
written before the events took place, it must then be 
conceded that they were God given; hence in order to 
overcome that infallible proof, they resort to one of 
three explanations, first the writing was much later 
than is generally supposed and after the event re- 
corded; second, it applies to something else than 
what we generally suppose—something which the 
prophet had seen; third, that these prophets were 
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merely extraordinary guessers and made these pre- 
dictions from data gathered from their varied expe- 
riences; hence there was nothing supernatural. 
Again these blind guides show that they have a little 
and helpless God, who knows nothing and can do 
- nothing. Did you ever hear one of them testify? How 
weak and insipid and lifeless and uninviting to one 
whose heart knows the way of rest and satisfaction. 

There is however a moving away from the attack 
upen prophecy because so many proofs are accumu- 
lating for their support that honest scholars are 
ready to acknowledge the strength of this our fort- 
ress. 

There is a familiar saying, “Seeing is Believing,” 
which is true in the physical world although the 
reverse is true in the spiritual world, ‘Believing is 
Seeing’; if you believe you will see. Faith is the 
possessor of wisdom. We justly admire the profound 
scholarship which reverently halts in its own con- 
clusions where Faith and Revelation only, show the 
way. 

Scholarship can go about as far proportionately in 
understanding the mysteries of God as a man can 
wade if he is crossing the ocean; he will soon need 
a steamship—the scholar will need God. 

Finite men cannot understand why some things 
are not made plain—our limitations make it impos- 
sible. The worm cannot understand why you pluck 
it from your young and growing cabbage plant. 

It is said, “Expert arbitrators never give reasons 
for their awards; it is not considered dignified.” 

If we have a supernatural God we could but expect 
that He would produce for us His children a super- 
natural book to guide us in living a supernatural life. 


ITS AUTHORITY 


If what we have said thus far is true, the author- 
ity of the Bible is final and from it there can be no 
appeal. This has been the repeated affirmation of 
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the early Friends and God honored their testimony 
by giving them thousands of souls. To be sure they 
claimed for themselves and insisted upon special 
revelation from God; however all such claims must 
accord with Holy Scriptures or they were declared 
by the Body to be spurious. 


Modernists claim that experience is the final test 
to prove the divine element in any theory or system 
of religion. If all men were temperamentally the 
same and all received the same impressions and if 
all such impressions were of equal force with each 
person, this theory might to some degree be de- 
pended upon; but since there is such a diversity on 
all these points it becomes exceedingly dangerous 
to depend upon experience as a safe guide. It is like 
depending upon the direction of the wind in mid- 
ocean as to the way home. 

The doctrine of the personality of satan is exceed- 
ingly obnoxious to those of this liberal school. Paul 
warns us of this heresy in 1 Tim. 4:1-2, “Now the 
Spirit speaketh expressly that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits and doctrine of demons; speaking 
lies in hypocrisy, having their conscience seared with 
a hot iron.” Men may sneer and make fun of the 
Bible teaching concerning satan and his emissaries, 
however we see today exactly what the Bible says is 
his plan and method of conducting his work. The 
Authority of the Bible is being undermined and dis- 
credited and thereby Faith is destroyed and souls 
perish in unbelief. This satanic scheme can never be 
put over without the devout co-operation of men of 
more or less renown in the religious world—men who 
submit themselves to become tools in a deeply laid 
plot, the origin of which they may be entirely ignor- 
ant, and at which they would be horrified if they 
should see the whole plot laid before them in a way 
that reveals their connection therewith. Satan 
would like to make it appear that the Bible has been 
compiled from the myths and legends of the 
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ancients; put into a Hebrew setting by well-meaning 
and pious men who claimed to be under the influence 
of the Hebrew tribal God. 

How sad that men have unsuspectingly allowed 
themselves to become such unseemly and blatant 
liars for the devil. . 

If “Holy men of God spoke as they were borne 
along by the Holy Ghost” as Peter says they were, 
the teaching as set forth by this class of highbrows 
is nothing more nor less than what Paul calls “‘the 
doctrine of demons.” 

If their teaching is true there is no such thing as 
Authority or certainty or purpose or fixity of any- 
thing in Heaven or earth, and we are on the road to 
the jungle and fetishism. How siily for a “poor worm 
of the dust” to rise up and pervert the plain state- 
ments of this Holy Book by silly interpretations not 
worthy the intelligence of a schoolboy. 


In 2 Tim. 4:3 Paul cautions this young preacher 
against the time when a certain class of the upper 
crust will call for teachers having the disease called 
the ear itch (the worst itch known to man—very 
contagious) —listening for praise: and’ compliments 
from this class who has refused to:-hear sound doc- 
trine and turn away from the: truth and: ask for 
fables from these preachers who‘have the ear itch. 
Paul goes on to tell Timothy to'be om the >watch, en+ 
dure ‘affliction, do the work of an evangelist, make 
full proof ‘of his ministry, for he was himself being 
offered and Nero’s:ax is»ready for his head; “it is 
about over with me; I have fought; finished, stood 
true‘to the faith:” ‘Evidently: neither Paul nor Tim- 
othy had caught this:ear disease, ‘for if! they had 
there would ‘have’ been“tio affliction or: decapitation 
for them. “One thing; however, 4eto beremembered, 
thé end ofthis life is-only: the ‘beginning ;.the real 
‘and final ‘part is yet. ‘to come. Paul declares that upon 
fhiose who: will not receive the love of the’truth, that 
they mightbe saved, God«will senda strong delusion 
that they might believea lie; and‘that theyzall might 
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be damned who believe not the truth but have pleas- 
ure in unrighteousness. This suggests to us that a 
day of reckoning will determine the finality of this 
question and that profound thoughtfulness should 
characterize the actions which hold such a profound 
sequel. 


ITS ADAPTABILITY 


It has been said that Evolution says to man he 
came from nothing; Christian Science tells him he is 
nothing; while Agnosticism tells him he will be noth- 
ing so that the determined sinner can surely find a 
place somewhere to rest his guilty soul for a momen- 
tary respite from a gnawing conscience, in the 
thought that there is nothing after all that is real 
and life is only a dream. 

The trouble with this idea is that nobody can be- 
lieve it very long at a time. 

All sane sinners know that it is a lie, hence they 
turn from one sensation to another until life ends in 
a wail of woe. 

The outstanding characteristic of carnality is its 
demand to be let alone and unrestrained. John said, 
“Sin is the transgression of the law’; but really the 
Greek text is “Sin is anarchy.” The Old Testament 
has muenh to say in condemnation of the worship of 
the heathen god Baal. But why was this vile sys- 
tem such a snare to men of that day? The devotees 
of this religion said, “We love the worship of Baal 
for he is the god who does not restrain”; what a 
delight to carnality. 

Years ago, while attending school in New York it 
was my privilege to go frequently to the famous 
Lenox Library (now a part of the great City 
Library) where were some very wonderful paintings 
and statuary and quite an attractive museum. The 
curator was a very pleasing gentleman, and learning 
that I was interested in Biblical studies he said, 
“Would you like to see a bad Bible?” I said I did not 
know that there was a bad Bible for I had been 
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taught that all Bibles are good. “But,” said he, “‘we 
have a bad Bible.” He led the way across the build- 
ing to a glass covered cabinet where was a Bibie 
opened to the 20th chapter of Exodus. At the 14th 
verse I read, ““Thou shalt commit adultery” ; the little 
word ‘‘not” was omitted and said he, “That makes it 
a bad Bible.” Thus would sin do to ali the commands 
where they run counter to its desires. The law with 
its attendant rewards and punishments were ever 
before the people as sharp reminders of God’s hatred 
of sin and of His provision for its elimination; con- 
sequently those who see nothing in these bloody sac- 
rifices, Show thereby their ignorance of the rea! pur- 
pose of the Bible and particularly of these offerings 
and sacrifices and ceremonies, all of which were to 
bring to mankind the enormity of this plague of the 
human race—this enemy of God and man, in order 
that man might see it in its hideous hatefulness and 
be constrained to seek the refuge which a loving God 
has provided. The poor deluded soul who does not 
see sin in its hideousness will have no appreciation of 
the remedy and will therefore not avail himself of its 
provision. | 

Herein lies its Adaptability, since it comes to man 
at the time of and in the place of his direst need and 
all who have seriously and conscientiously tried the 
remedy have found it an absolute and permanent 
cure when all else has failed. It is just wnat we 
would expect a just and omnipotent God to do for the 
deliverance of His sinning and sinful beings. 

If its precepts were followed by men everywhere 
the tangles and snarls and discord of this world 
would disappear for its precepts are based upon an 
atonement for sin which means that it, with all its 
dirty brood, is finally and forever eliminated. Laws 
and courts and prisons and Leagues of Nations can 
not bring in the millennium about which reformers 
have dreamed; but if men would allow this Bible 
Salvation a chance to operate as it is intended, all 
trouble would cease; and allow me to say that unless 
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men do allow this remedy to be applied conditions 
will continue to grow worse and worse until civiliza- 
tion and orderly human government will come to an 
end. 

This gospel is the world’s only panacea; without 
it we have no Rock upon which to build; we have 
no anchor for our storm-tossed ship; we have no 
pillow upon which to rest our weary heads; we have 
no hope for the troubled social order; we have no 
light for the black and stormy night. As Lord Grey 
said a few month ago, “England needs God.’’ We 
say not only Engiand, but a sin-distracted world 
needs God. But it can never have Him while it re- 
jects the atonement provided in the blood of His Son. 
To say Jesus had a human father is to reject Him. 
To speak of Him merely as a great teacher is to re- 
ject Him. To emulate His example only is to reject 
Him. The Almighty God will not allow the glory or 
majesty of His Only Begotten Son to be minified by 
man without man losing at the same time his right 
By oe tree of life and being shut out of the City of 

old. 

No honest man could justly accuse the Apostle 
Paul of lacking Christian love. In fact it was his 
hobby if he had any hobby; yet when he saw man 
drawing the believers away from the true faith he 
was not soft and mealy mouthed but writes to the 
church at Galatia, “Though we or an angel from 
heaven preach any other gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached unto you, let the curse of 
God be on that man.” 


This does not sound like much of the sloppy char- 
ity we hear about from some quarters in this day. 
The “Broad Road” does not lead to life, although 
“Broad People” travel there. Some people are so 
sensitive at being considered ‘‘Narrow” that they 
have constructed what they call a “narrow way” 
alongside this Broad way, not realizing that it also 
ends in destruction as surely as the Broad way, for 
it is man made and is down hill all the way.

These Broad people who see “good in all religions” 
have never yet known by personal experience what 
the real salvation from sin means, or they could 
never use such superficial expressions; neither do 
they conceive anything of the meaning of the sacri- 


- fice of Jesus as revealed in the Bible. 


Hicksism is and always has been Unitarianism in 
a Quaker garb; and Unitarianism is one of the most 
common and damning species of unbelief that ever 
cursed the earth. Its purpose has always been to 
cut the heart out of the Bible and pervert its plain 
statements and thus turn multitudes from the glor- 
ious provisions of the gospel. This attempt to draw 
all Friends together and forget our differences is a 
trick of the devil and will bring the curse of God 
upon us if we allow ourselves to be thus enticed. If 
the Hicksites wish to come to us, there stands the 
Cross and the Blood-sprinkled door, behind which 
are all the Redeemed of God; let them come by that 
road and confess their waywardness and we will be 
glad to welcome them as brethren. Any other course 
is to bring the curse of God upon them and us. If 
the Hicksites refuse to come by this road, let those 
who see as the Hicksites see pack their grips and go 
with them: and allow the rest of us to go on as we 
wish to go in peace and quietness; why keep up this 
everlasting turmoil? In fact if we can help them off 
we will be delighted to be of assistance. What a re- 
lief it would be to know that everyone with Hicksite 
tendencies and sympathies has been either converted 
or has gone with those of their own color. 

God hasten the day when this incubus is removed 
and we are free to move out on the high road of 
evangelism untrammeled by the entanglements of 
the devil. 


CONCLUSION 


There can be but one conclusion to the honest 
hearted Quaker. Those who believe that we have a 
divinely inspired and inerrant Bible can never walk 
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in harmony with those who believe that this same 
Bible has many errors and is to a large extent simply 
human in its origin and cannot therefore be fully 
relied upon as final authority. Their thoughts and 
purposes and plans for life and their outlook upon 
the world and its condition and how to meet these 
problems and conditions are radically different; 
hence they can never co-operate in their religious 
tasks. 

An evolutionist and an orthodox Quaker are as dif- 
ferent as black and white and are as far apart reli- 
giously as the poles. If, on the part of some, there 
has ceased to be a difference between orthodox and 
Hicksite Quakers, or if Friends in New York or 
Philadelphia or Baltimore or Richmond or Pasadena 
have found that there is no difference and that there 
has never been any real difference except a misunder- 
standing of each other in the use of terms; I say, if 
this is the explanation for a hundred years of separa- 
tion which nas torn the Quaker fold into warring fac- 
tions, dividing meetings and even families until 
hatred took the place of brotherly love, then the lead- 
ers of that day were ignorant dupes of the devil and 
were religiously, intellectually and morally unfit for 
places of trust. 


If there was no excuse for the Hicksite separation, 
the name of Joseph John Gurney should never be 
mentioned by us in public, but in execration; that 
famous document, ‘“‘The Testimony of the Society of 
Friends,”’ prepared by representatives of Friends ap- 
pointed by different Yearly Meetings of Friends in 
America and endorsed by every Yearly Meeting in 
the World at that time, was prepared for the sole 
purpose of counteracting the effects of Hickism and 
establishing Friends upon a safe and sane orthodox 
basis immediately following the Hicksite Separation 
in 1828-1829. Was this great document founded 
upon a false assumption? Was the entire body of 
orthodox Quakers misled and filled with foolish fear 
of a phantom which never existed in reality? 
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However if they were not misled but saw a real 
danger which they could not permit to stalk through 
their midst leaving death in its wake, how could we 
expect them to take an attitude of inaction and al- 
low this devastation to be complete rather than 
- cause division. This is our exact position today; 
there are many who are prominent in our church 
circles who are saying, “Let us have peace at all 
cost’’; “Let love prevail” ; “Down with these who are 
causing division.” It is plain to us that there should 
be a realignment of our forces. The devil is delighted 
with the confusion he is causing by this heterogene- 
ous mix-up—with turncoats as leaders for the ortho- 
dox crowd there can be no advance except further 
into the death valley of miasmic confusion. No won- 
der that the Five Years Meeting Missionary work is 
retrenching and that loyal and trusted missionaries 
are being recalled or required to raise their own sal- 
aries. The great prophet Ezekial tells us of his 
vision when he saw the Glory depart so reluctantly 
from the temple at Jerusalem and the worship be- 
came merely a human performance in religion. We 
are in serious danger of seeing this repeated in our 
own case and Ichabod will be our name. 


The presence of God assures success; hence a de- 
nomination or a local church or a College Board of 
Trustees or a Board of Missions which is working 
under His direction and control, will be continually 
seeing and doing the impossible and supernatural; 
ber this we will simply mark time or drift back- 
ward. 

To my orthodox Friends I give my last and final 
word of this message. 

Many of you I know personally and I love you as 
my own flesh and blood. 

It has been no easy task to say these plain words; 
but it is no time for soft words. It is too late for 
ointment until the knife of the surgeon has done its 
work. Unless some of our leaders get saved or are 
removed from the place of leadership, the history of 
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Quakerism will soon be completed as a vital part of 
the working force of God on earth. 

If the pastors will rally their forces and refuse to 
be controlled by the bosses and do as the Holy Ghost 
directs, these unsafe leaders will be set aside and 
blessing will come to you and to the church at large 
as in times gone by when the glory was upon us. 
If you are appointed of God to lead the people and 
you are now listening to the demands of men, you 
may be assured you have lost your way, and you 
should quietly stand aside and let some God-sent 
leader take your place or else quickly seek The Guid- 
ing Star and a divine message tor those who are 
depending upon you for direction. 

Let us be sure that we are in touch with an Omni- 
potent and Personal God; that our security rests 
upon the sin cleansing power of the blood of the 
divine, Virgin born Son of God as revealed to us 
through the infallibly inspired Bible written by holy 
men of God who were “borne along by the Holy 
Ghost.” 

If we go forth under this anointing, no foe can 
withstand us and no sacrifice will be too great and 
no suffering too hard to bear. 

Shall we go on in failure or shall we rise to our 
privilege and prevail? 

We will meet the result of our answer at the Judg- 
ment.
